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Claim 1 has been amended to define two different assays such that one assay is immunological and the other assay is nucleic acid. 
Applicant points to previous claims to support the newly defined assays. However, the previously examined claims define two assays as 
being either immunological or nucleic acid. The previously examined claims do not require the assays differ molecularly. As such the 
newly amended claims would require further search and consideration. Furthermore, because Applicant points to the previously 
examined claims to support the amendments and because Applicant does not point to support in the specification, the newly amended 
claims potentially introduce new matter. For these reasons the amendments will not be entered. Applicant's arguments have been 
reviewed but because the arguments address the claims as amended, the arguments are deemed moot relative to the outstanding 
rejections. 
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
